Notifies Powers That Otherwise 
They Will Be Admitted to 
Ports Only as Warships. 


SAFETY FOR PASSENGERS, 


Change in Former Practices Re- 
quired Because of Advent of 
Submarine in Warfare. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—The United 
States, in asking all the European be- 
ligerents to make a general agreement 
to square their submarine warfare’ with 
the principles of humanity and inter-. 
national law has taken the position that 
under changed conditions of naval war- 


ney intimated that he might not com- 
plete his questioning before tomorrow.

Attorney then reminded her that in her 
direct testimony she said that her hus- 
band had gone ‘‘to the provinces to see 
a friend.’’ 

Says Doctor Used Drugs, 
‘The doctor was under the influence 
of drugs,” said Mrs. Mohr. “He asked 
me if I preferred McDougall to him and 
I told him that the way he was actinz 
I thought McDougall would have been 
better as he didn’t touch liquor.”’ 

At the time she met McDougall, Mrs. 
Mohr said, she was known as Elizabeth 
Blair. She denied that she told the doc- 
tor that she had left Providence to go 
to Boston because of notoriety caused 
by her friendship with McDougall. She 
could not keep company with McDou- 
gall, she said, because the differences 
in their religious beliefs made it impos- 
sible for her to become a minister’s 
wife. 

It was at about the time she told the 
doctor about McDougall, the prosecu- 
tion brought out, that Mrs. Mohr ané@ 
her husband had a falling out and that 
he began to correspond with Miss Emily 
Burger, who later became his secretary 
and who was seriously wounded at the 
time the doctor was shot in their stalled 
automobile. 

Mrs. Mohr admitted that “she was 
fooled’’ about her first marriage with 
the doctor in Brooklyn, but that she 
relied on the word of the doctor and 
took no other precautions. 

She denied that she lived vith the 
doctor a year and a half before «heir 
marriage.

ament whatever. 

All the Powers have been notified that 
unless they subscribe to such principals 
armed merchantmen will be denied entry 
to American ports except under the con- 
ditions which apply to warships. 

Such a proposal, now in the hands of 
the belligerent Governments, has been 
transmitted in a note which, while its 
actual language is not given; is sub- 
stantially as follows: 

It is assumed that all the Govern- 
ments addressed are equally desirous 
of protecting tneir own subjects and 
citizens who are noncombatants, from 
the hazards of submarine warfare. 

Realizing the appalling loss of life of 
noncombatants.which results from the 
destruction of a mercnant vessel with- 
out removing passengers and crews to 
places of safety, which is held to be'vi- 
olative of the principles of humanity 
and of international law which should 
govern the maritime warfaré, the United 
States at the same time does not feel 
-hat a belligerent should be deprived of 
the right to use submarines in view of 
the usefulness which they have devel- 
oped since the outhreak of the present 
war. 

Formula Suggested. 

That a formula may be found com- 
pletely within the rules of international 
law and of humanity, requir 2s in its 


{.adeption..only..aty 


practices which obtained before the bead 
and which formula would be just and 
fair to all belligerenis, it is proposed 
that: 

First: A noncombatant has the right 
to traverse the high seas in a merchant 
ship entitled to fly a belligerent flag 
and rely upon the rules of international 
law and the principles of humanity if 
the vessel is approached by a “eee 
war vessel. 

Second: A merchant vessel of any na- 
tionality should not be subjected to at- 
tack until the belligerent warship has 
warned her to stop. 

Third: Any belligerent-owned mer- 
chant vessel should promptly obey any 
order from a belligerent warship to stop. 

Fourth: No such merchant’ vessel 
should be fired upon unless she tries to 
flee or to resist by force, and even in 
such case any attack upon her by the 
warship must stop as soon as the flight 
or resistance ceases. 

Fifth: Only in case it should be im- 
possible for military reasons for the 
warship to supply a prize crew or to 
convoy the merchant ship into port will 
she be justified in sinking such mer- 
chantman, and in that case passengers 
and crew must be removed to a place 
of safety. 

Appreciative of Obstacles, 

The State Department is fully appre- 
clative of the obstacles which the adop- 
tion of these rules would place in the 
way of the operations of the subma- 
rines, because of their structural weak- 
ness. Before the present War maritime 
Warfare on the high seas always has 
been conducted by battleships or cruis- 
ers carrying heavy guns. 

It is true that merchantmen were per- 
mitted to carry defensive armament, but 
these were light compared with the war- 
Ships and did not change their nature 
as merchant vessels. This was based 
on the superior defensive strength of 
the warships. 

Introduction of the submarine into 
naval warfare has changed all of this. 
This craft is almost without powers of 
defense beyond the ability to submerge 
to escape an enemy. A gun even of 
light caliber on a merchant ship could 
defend her successfully against a sup- 
marine. There are now no more pirates 
and the practice of privateering has 
been abandoned by civilized nations by 
general agreement. 

Therefore, there can now be no reascn 
for the maintenance of even small cal- 
iber guns on merchant ships except 
with the design of making them s8u- 
perior to submarines, and thereby de- 
prive that class of warships of their 
undoubted right to warn and search 
such merchantmen with safety. In re- 
ality, therefore, any such armament of 
a merchant vessel now might be re- 
garded as offensive armament. 

By general agreement among the bel- 
ligerents, submarines should be required 
to adhere to pro ne of international 
law that’ they stop and search mer- 
chant ships, ascertain their belligerent 
character and remove passengers and 
crews to safety before sinking the ships. 
Merchant vessels should not be permit- 
ted to carry any armament at all, as 
there is grave doubt of their legal right 
to do so.

SYDNEY, Australia, Jan. 4.—Some in- 
teresting incidents of the last days of 
the allied operations on the Gallipoli 
Peninsula are reported in delayed cor- 
respondence from the Official Press rep- 
resentatives with the Australian forces 
at the Dardanelles.

Their heads appeared about fifteen 
yards away. Twenty-six of them—or 
thereabouts—were crawling down into a 
small depression between the trenches 
where, for the moment, they were hid- 
den from this part of the line. But the 
other four came boldly across straight to 
the center of the Quinn’s trenches. For

His com- 
rades had run away—I believe they 
scattered in front of our bombs. 


“On the breast of the man who lay 
there dead in the nottom of the trench 
our men noticed a little strip of bright 
colur.. It was a couple of inches of rib- 
bon twisted through his buttonhole—a 
bright cherry-colored ribbon with a nar- 
row white stripe near either edge of it. 
It was redder with his blood, Wut there 
was no mistaking its identity. 


“It was the ribbon of the Iron Cres- 
cent. It is the first time anyone here 
has seen it. The Turks bave instituted 
~—or the Germans have instituted fo 
them—a decoration on the pattern of the 
German Ir-n Cross; except that, in the 
Turkish order, the ribbon is red instead 
of black, and the*medal is a crescent 
instead of a cross. This was the first 
4urk we have come across who had 
gained one. If ever a man deserved an 
honor, this man did. 


Packet Thrown From Trench, 

“I think the Turks are celebrating 
either a feast or a fast. Anyway, near 
daybreak one morning, there came out 
of their trenches at ‘Quinn’s a packet 
tied to a string, thrown 'so that it lodged 
near our parapet and lay outside, be- 
tween the trenches. Of course, our sen- 
tries waited for it to explode or fizz or 
burst into smoke or for some such 
deviltry. The Sergeant near it looked at 
it very carefully through a periscope. 
While he was looking Turkish hands 
must have come up and waved and then 
& cautious head. A head on our side 
went up, too, and gradually a line of 
heads on each parapet; and, before the 
Sergeant knew what was happening, the 
man next him had climbed up onto the 
parapet and stepped round the netting 
and into the deadly area between the 
trenches and was bringing back the 
packet. 

“It was a small packet of cigarettes. 
And in it, scrawled in indelible pencil 
and in badly spelt French, were the 
words, (‘A Notre Herox ennemis,” (To 
cur heroic enemies’),

War Office Telis Parliamentary Dele- 
gation Great Improvement.Has Been 
Made Since Last Attack. 

LONDON, Jai. 2.—The Government 
hasdiecided that henceforth the War Of- 
fice shall be solely responsible for the 
defense of London from air attacks. 
A. parliamentary deputation was re- 
ceived by Baril Kitchener andi A. J. Bal- 
four, First Lord of the Admiralty, at the 
War Office yesterday, seeking informa- 
tion on the protection. of London from 
air raids. The Ministers said a freat

NAVY'S WEAKNESS 


Senator Replies to Attack on 
Department Made. by Former 
Cabinet Member. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—Secretary 
Daniels was praised as “one of the 
greatest Secretaries the navy ever had,” 
and former Secretary Meyer was as- 
sailed today by Chairman Tillman of 
the Senate Naval Committee in a 
speech ‘‘on the truth about the navy.” 
Senator Tillman took Mr. Meyer to task 
for his recent declaration before the 
National Security League that “the fun- 
damental defect of the Navy Depart- 
ment is that it has no brain and no 
competent military organization.” 

“Mr. Meyer § forgets,’’ said Senator 
Tillman, “if he ever knew, that when 
he left the navy it was nearly 6000 men 
short, that 46 per cent of the men dis- 
charged in good standing were leaving 
the navy, while 8 per cent are now re- 
enlisting and that during his incum- 
bency there were 10,360 desertions. Yet 
he has the cheek to hold his successor 
responsible’ for conditions which are 
due wholly to his own shortcomings. As 
against 10,360 desertions while Mr, Meyer 
was Secretary, so far—about two and a 
half years—there have been only 4375 
since Ris successor entered office. ° 

“The head of the navy himself is not 
a pampered and petted darling of in- 
herited wealth, but a red-bleoded, up- 
standing, forward-looking American, 
who is a graduate in the hard school of 
experience and a practical man with 
wholesome ideas,”’ 

Senator Tillman praised other officers 
of the navy, who, he said; were not 
“known at all of the drawing rooms in 
Washington or Newport.” — 

“While Germany had already won 
second place, as shown in Meyer’s first 
report,’’ Senator Tillman continued, “‘he 
never could persuade his party (he tried 
only half-heartedly) to grant money 
enough to recover the lost ground. It is 
true the program he recommended in 
1909 was quite respectable in size, but 
his party associates who are now clam- 
oring for the Democrats to make good 
Republican deficiencies in a naval pro- 
gram did not give him the money. So 
that it is proven beyond possibility of 
dispute that the Republican party is 
solely responsible for our present status 
—lack of officers, lack of personnel] and 
lack of ships.’ 

“It makes a great difference whether 
one ig on the inside looking out or 
whether he is on the outside looking 
in.”

Following two accidents, in which one 
boy on roller skates was killed by an 
automobile, and another was injured by 


a motor truck, Chief of Police Young 
this morning issued an order to all po 


licemen, to keep boys and girls from 
skating on rollers in the street. They 
must remain on the sidewalks, he said. 

William P. Fahey, 7 years old, son Fo 
William F. Fahey, an attorney, of 
Ridge avenue, was struck about 4 
o’clock yesterday afternoon in front of 
5235 Ridge avenue, by the automobile of 
John Salzmann, an ice and coal dealer 
of Ferguson, St. Louis County. His skull 
was fractured and he died from his in- 
juries at 6:30 o’clock, at St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital. 

The Fahey boy, with John McAuliff, 
15 years old, of 6043 Rridge avenue, was 
skating west on Ridge avenue on the 
north side of the streets, when Salz- 
mann drove his machine behind them. 

After the boy had been struck Salz- 
mann’s car continued to run for abgut 
200 feet, according to Micha . Scarry, @ 
Deputy Sheriff, of 5239 Ridge avenue, 
who witnessed the accident, and who : 3- 
sisted Salzmann in taking the boy to the 
hospital, following a trip to a drug store 
at Union and Page boulev: rds, where 
emergency treatment was adninistered.

WAR: CITIZENS LONG FOR 
AN HONORABLE PEACE 


Women Do Practically All of Work in State 
That Has Lost More Men Than Any Other 
in Comparison to Population

There is one city in Germany where 
the people see into feel the war much 
more than they do anywhere else in the 
German empire. That city js Dresden, 


to the fact that the Saxon soldiers Rave 
been in the thick of the fighting on the 
western line of defenses. They have lost 
more men in comparison with soldiers 
hailing from other parts of the father- 
land. 
In Dresden today, and especially m 
the surrounding country, one sees more 
people in mourning just now than any-~- 
where else in the kingdom. The little 
villages along the beautiful Elbe Val- 
ley, all the way down to the Austro- 
Rohemian frontier, are practically de- 
serted. There are few young men 
about. One sees many old men. The 
young ones were called to the colors at 
the beginning of hostilities. 
It is in these villages where one sees 
more women today than men. It has 
fallen to the lot of the women to do 
practically all the work that was once 
performed ‘by the men. You see the 
women busily employed along the river 
frent, helping. to load the big barges 
which travel up and down the River 
Elbe, from Bohemia to Hamburg and to 
the North Sea. But the women don’t 
seem to mind the hard work they have 
to perform. They go about it in a 
businesslike way, as though they had 
been “‘canaling’’ all their lives. 
Long for Heneorable Peace. 
-It is in these little villages where one 
realizes more than in the cities how 
awful have been the losses the people 
had to suffer. But they don’t com- 
plain. 
Only they ask the stranger who comes 
to their homes whether he can tell them 
when the war is likely to be at an end. 
They long for an honorable peace. They 
are eager to have their men who are 
still left at the different fronts come 
home to.them as soon as possible. 
They are also much interested in the 


‘question as to whether the Saxon Gov- |! 
Ternment will try to raise money by es- 


tablishing an income tax. This is a 
subject which is much under consider.- 
tion in Saxony just now. 

Since the beginning of the war uo 
taxes have. been added in Germany any- 
where to those which existed before 
Aug. 1, 1914. 

A final resolution as to the raising vf 
an income tax has not been taken in 
Saxony yet. But wherever you go in 
Dresden you hear the matter discussed. 

Large Fortunes for Several. 

A food portion of the war materi:] 
that is being used comes from Saxony. 
Large fortunes have been made by those 
engaged in the manufacture of shrap- 
nel. Where they were making sewing 
machines or typewriters before the war, 
they are making shrapnel today.. The 
general belief among the classes is that 
these who have become immensviy 
wealthy because of the War should be 
the ones who should be-taxed first. 

They advocate, for instance, that oné- 
half of the profits derived from the 
manufacture of war material should ve 
turned over to the Government outrighi 
because, they argue,'in that way ilarne 
sums of money would flow into the 
country’ s treasury and there would not 
arise the necessity of raising eholne” 
war loan in the near future. 

In Saxony you see a large number of 
persons in mourning today, This tells 
better than any figures how great have 
been the losses of the Saxons in the 
War. One sees a great many wounded 
and crippled soldiers about. Otherwise 
the large cities are not fully garrisoned 
just now. The soldiers who have been 
called for field service have all been 
sent to the barracks just in the reat 
of the different fronts, ready for any 
emergency that may arise. 

In Dresden they have the bread-card, 
as everywhere else in Germany, only 
with this difference, that the rule is 
not strictly enforced. In a restaurant 
you can get all the rolls you ‘want, 
even without a card, so long as «vou 
task for “sommel.”’ In other words, 
they get around it by giving’ rolls 
a new name. 

Food Prices Higher. 

Of course there is a scarcity of but- 
ter in Saxony just now, but the people 
believe that will soon be overcome. 
Everything has gone up in prices in 
Dresden since the last visit paid to 
that city bg the Post-Dispatch staff 
correspondent, 

Eggs are particularity high just now. 
A Dresden hotel keeper explained the 
situation as follows. 

“A Vienna wholesale dealer in eggs, 
who exported about 5000 or 6000 boxes 
of eggs to Germany every month, gave

The sale of eggs could only be effect- 
ed through this central bureau.

the effort to curtail the outflow of 
money and increase the tonnage avail- 
‘able for transportation of goods of 
greater importance, Walter Runciman, 
_ president of the Board of Trade, an- 

’ pounced in the House of Commons yes- 
terday before Parliament was prorogued 
to Feb. 15, that the importation of a 
large percentage of paper and paper 
making materials would be prohibited 
soon. Exportation of rags and waste 
paper ‘also will be prohibited. 

Importation of other articles of a 
bulky nature may be stopped shortly. 
This list may include raw tobacco, some 
fruits, building materials, furniture and 
wood. 

Keep Down Less Essential Imports. 

In making the announcement Runci- 
man said the Government had decided 
to relieve the pressure by keeping down 
some imports less essential to the na- 
tional existence, which prevented ves- 
sels being used for more urgent pur- 
poses. The tonnage thus freed would he 
available for the carriage of foodstuffs, 
fuela; munitions and other essential sup- 
plies. 

' Runciman urged the public to rigid 
economy in the use of paper of all 
kinds. The prohibition upon the export 
of rags and waste paper, he said, would 
conserve internal resources in raw ma- 
terial for the manufacture of paper. 
necessary the list of prohibited articles 
would be extended until] the strain upen 

‘shipping eased. The whole British mer- 
cantile marine was now under Govern- 
ment control; he added, and !n order 
that tonnage should be allotted to the 
best advantage, an allied Government 
committee, under the chairmanship. ef 
Lord Curzon, had been ap;-ointed to deal 
with shipping problems.

LIVERPOOL, Jan. 28.—Vice Admiral

FOR PROSECUTOR 


Harry Faukner of Granite City 
Has Six Alleged Handbook 
Men Arrested at Venice. 


WILL CONTINUE ACTIVITY 


Says He Will “Clean Up’? Gam- 
blers Whether or Not He Is 
Elected State’s Attorney. 


Harry Faulkner of Granite City, can- 
didate for the Republican nomination 
for State’s Attorney of Madison County, 
has a new way of campaigning. In- 
stead of making speeches, telling how 
the law should be enforced and what 
he will do if he is nominated and 
elected to the Prosecutor's position, he 
goes out and raids gambling houses. 

He a raid yesterday afternoon on 
Scott McMonigle’s saloon in Venice in 
whicn six men were arrested. After thr 
raid he announced that he intended to 
“clean up’’ the gamblers, whether nom- 
inated or not. If he becomes State’s 
Attorney, he said, he will use the pow- 
ers of his office against gambling; if 
defeated he will continue his activity 
againt it as a private citizen. 


Fears Raising of Gamblers’ Fund. 
Faulkner said he thought it best to 


drive out the gamblers before election 
time, lest they should provide a big 
fund to defeat him at the polls. 

Faulkner and C. C, Ellison, another 
Granite City lawyer, directed the work 
of detectives who, a few days ago, pre- 
pared diagrams of the rooms in Venice 
where bookmaking on the races was 
said to be carried on. Yesterday after- 
noon Faulkner and Ellison organized 
a raiding expedition, with Louis Leis- 
man, a former Granite City policeman, 
and John R. Beale, president of the Tri- 
City Law Enforcement League. The 
two lawyers and Leisman went to Jus- 
tice Mueller of Granite City and were 
sworn in as special deputies, and Beale 
then drove them in his automobile to 
McMonigle’s place. 

Faulkner led Ellison and Leisman into 
the upstairs room of the saloon, shov- 
Ing aside a private watchman who tried 
to stop them. They found the room 
men and. arrested six 
who appeared to be in charge. They 
gave their names as John Johns, Charles 
R. Woods, Edward Shayne, James 
Clark, William Jackson and Peter 
Griever. : 

Hearing Set for Tuesday. 

The men were released on bonds of 
$500 each and their hearing was set for 
next Tuesday, in Justice Mueller’s court. 
The Justice can bind them over to the 
Madison County grand jury if the evi- 
dence suffices. State’s Attorney Bandy, 
who is a candidate for re-election on 
the Democratic ticket, defeated Faulk- 
ner two years ago by 4 votes. He 
will be in charge of any prosecution 
which may result from yesterday’s raid 
and other raids to ‘be made by Faulkner. 

It was reported last night that book- 
making was resumed in the McMonigle 
saloon as soon as the raiders departed. 


ANGRY SWISS TEAR DOWN 
GERMAN CONSULATE FLAG 


State and City Councils Apologize and 
Emblem, in Honor of Kaiser’s Birth- 
day Will Be Hoisted Again. 
BERNE, Jan. 28.—An angry crowd at 
Tausanne, in the canton of Vaud, tore 
down a German flag which had been 
hoisted by the German Consul in honor 

of Emperor William’s birthday. 

The Federal Council of Switzerland 
held an extraordinary session at which 
it Was decided to offer apology to Ger- 
many for the insult to the flag. Meet- 
ings of the State Council of Vaud an4 of 
the Lausanne City Council were held 
for a like purpose.

PRECIOUS EDUCATION. 

We look back with almost incredulous amaze- 
ment upon the slow methods of yesterday and 
try to harness speed to all our enterprises, 

What wonder that, even in matters of educa- 
tion, much impatience finds expression. © Phe- 
aomena of precocious learning are, at times, ob- 
truded with a view to general imitation; but 
while we may stop to marvel at the exceptional 
exhibits, we may not be cOénvinced of their 
adaptability in a general way towards expediting 
the process of education. 

It may be true that exceptional cases may 
offer an opportunity of unusual advancement, due 
to the natural absence in the young mind of ac- 
cumulated details, which gives scope to crowding 
upon the plastic mind many data, the presenta- 
tion of which is generally deferred until more 
appreciative and discriminating years; due also 
to the competence and willingness of parents to 
shoulder the tutoring of their own children, in- 
stead of delegating that labor to professional] 
educators—specialists in that line of endeavor. 

But such exhibits cannot serve as general pro- 
totypes or molds upon which modern education 
should be cast, or after which it should even 
suffer modification. 

The trend of’ the day is toward specialization, 
and the specialist tutor is better equipped than 
even the generally well-educated parent who, 
besides, is otherwise engrossed. No doubt much 
of the purely ornamental in education will grad- 
ually more and more be eliminated, and the road 
to the utilitarian will be cleared of the general 
education, in obedience to the almost universal 
demand Already we have diversified the high 
school course to meet the emergency. Wo have 
the classical, the scientific, the art and the man- 
ual training courses—each one fitted out with a 
view to specialization. It has even been asserted 
that thoroughness in detail has, at times, been 
sacrificed in favor of speed. But even were that 
assertion well founded, the pendulum is fast 
swinging back to greater efficiency and longer 
courses. 

What more could be desired? He that wants 
a general education finds it in the classica) course 
and later on in the college; the would-be profes- 
sional is offered a foundation that constitutes 
him a capable student in his line, and ample 
equipment in his specialty.

a fair degree of strength in standard 
railroad issues. St. Paul, whose divi- 
dend was increased yesterday, was 
bought in sufficient volume to lift its 
price up a point; Erie, which was the 
weakest of the rails recently, gained 
Wearly a point. 


Professionals Buy Stotks, 


Impulse for the general improve- 
ment in the speculative list was not 
hard to find; it originated chiefly 
with the professional traders who 
had sold stocks freely, as the market 
went down, through the first four 
days of the week.
